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Student center director Don- 
ald Skeahan confirmed Mon- 
day he is checking into the 
possibility of eliminating the 
student lounge adjacent to the 
“Student Government Offices 
(SGA) in the student center. . 

“It would add to the business- 
like atmosphere of student 
government,” said Skeahan. . 

Skeahan told SCAB member 
Craig Cramm in July ‘that he 
would check into.the alterna- 
tives concerning the lounge. He 
assured Cramm that nothing 
would. take place until the 
second semester of the O= 78 
academic year. - 

Skeahan said wonday he is 
going to wait until “the receipts 
ot the food service have been 
tabulated for this-year.” He said 
that the vending area in the 
lounge might be disposed of, if 
.the other food services show 
considerable success. 


“Another thing to consider Is . 
the fact that a lot of students 


spend their free ‘time in that 
area,” said Skeahan. If that area 
is eliminated, and the t.v, taken 
out, some students would be 
' crowded into other areas within 
the student center, he said. 


The re-location of the Gate- 
way from Annex 30 to the Milo 
Bail Student Genter will have to 


wait until next year, or until the 
. funds ‘become available, ead 


Skeahan. 

Recommendations made on 
July 15 by the Student Center

Senators began to circulate the petitions Monday and at press 
time Tuesday, approximately 550 names had been gathered. 

Graduate Class Senator Steve Shovers, who, with Senator 
Mike Jones, is a leader in the petition drive, said response to the 
petition has been good” so far. He said ee to the petition by 
students ranged from ‘ ‘gréat” and “terrific” to “it’s about time. 

“In teality, it is fact that'a Petition is ae if it represents 
something,” said Shovers. 

Student Body President Clint Bellows says he favors the 
petition even though he does not yet know what stand he will take 


when the proposal is submitted to the Board of Regents on 
November 15. 


Bellows said he was in support of whatever action the Student 
Senate ‘takes and that he had made this clear to “six, to eight 
influential” student senators at a meeting Sunday. 

Bellows also said he had reached an agreement with UNO 
Chancellor Ronald Roskens for an accounting of Fund A of the 
University Program and Facilities Fee (student fees) and expects 
the report within “ten days.” - 

The student. body president felt the accounting is needed 


: before any decisions could be made. Bellows claimed the 


accounting would further tell Student Government if the fees were 
being used properly for student activities and student program 
ming as intended. 


Bellows said it would make sure the university was “not. 
changing light bulbs” with fee money. He acknowledged:that a 
certain percentage could be used forcertain maintenance and they 
“wanted to make sure where the money is. going.” 


Bellows also feels the state and the legislature are not. 
shouldering “their share of the burden. : 
' “Whenever there’ 's a debt, the students have to pick it up,” sald 
Bellows, who feels the ‘students “shouldn't have.to take on another 
burden.” 


‘Bellows also fixed blame on the Student Center's administra- ’ 


_ tion. “Thé.Student Center has been managed pretty shabbily in the 


past... . particularly the food service,” Bellows said, pointing out 
the two reasons for the increase have been inflation. and poor 


“management. 


Labeling it an increase of almost 50 per cent Bellows said it. 
almost amounts to the same thing as “a one dollar pér credit hour 
increase in tuition,” and the students “can’t stomach it.

Canned Truth? 


In a letter elsewhere on this | 
‘page, Student Center Direc- 
tor Donald Skeahan rather 
cavalierly dismisses — with 
some “logic” that's befuddled 
at best — an October 8 Gate- 
way editorial on his proposal 
to hike student fees so a deficit 
in. the student center oper- 
ation can be covered. - 

-Looking again at the editori- 
al, we fail to see its “emotion- 
alism.” The piece, running 
across five columns, merely. 
quoted actions and_ state- 
ments made by Skeahan and 
other administrators in the 
past. If Skeahan and these 
others can’t answer for their 
actions — if they feel somé 
strange desire to label the 
truth “emotional” -— then one 
reason for the apparent mis- 
management of the student 
center becomes clear. - 

In his letter, Skeahan says, 
“Since the editorial seems to 


be based primarily dn an emo- 
tional plea | will not elaborate 
on my difference éxcept to ex- 
press disappointment that ina 
university setting the editorial 


writer recommends. ‘raising 
hell’ as opposed to thoughtful 
consideration of the issue.” 
We notice that in adopting 
such a tact, Skeahan relieves 
himself of his responsibility to 
answer the questions that 
were raised in the editorial.

In August, Vice Chan- 
cellor Ronald Beer recom- 
mended the Gateway not 
move into the student center. 
Now, Beer seems to have 
completely reversed his posi- 
tion. Cost of this turn-about in 
the deficit: $20,000. 


Question: Skeahan said at 
the SCAB (Student Center 
Advisory Board) meeting that 
he has no plans to go before 
the state legislature to ask for 
money. Beer said at the same 
meeting that he “believed” 
most student centers on cam- 
puses around the country 
were financed by student fees, 
not state money. Surely a 


‘good enough reason to rule 


out the possibility for UNO. 
Question: Why weren't oth- 
er alternate sources of finan- 
cing the student center looked 
at? Skeahan said he could see 
no other way. The Student 
Senate appears to be dis-

WASHINGTON — The Soviet 
Union has formulated plans to 
.use Cuba as a safe haven in the 
event of war with the United 
States. 


The Russian .proposals, 


which have fallen into the hands. 


of U.S. intelligence agents, are 
known as “contingency plans.” 
In other word, they represént 
“aptions”’ which the Soviets 
may or may not use. 

’ Our intelligence sources are 
convinced, nevertheless, that 
the Soviet Union would attempt 
to use Cuban airstrips and har- 
bors. if the two. superpowers. 
ever get into a shooting match. 
_ Russian planes, for example, 
could touch down in Cuba for 
“refueling and recovery” after 
bombing runs to the United 
States. ‘During World War Il, 
- American B-17 bombers used 
Sweden for much the same pur- 
pose after raids on Berlin. 

’ As of this moment, say our 
sources, there is no evidence 
that the Soviets have construc- 
ted any permanent military 
facilities in Cuba, But the Rus- 
sians have used existing Cuban 
facilities to dock destroyers, 
guided missile frigates, and 
submarines during war -exer- 
cises. 

Once or twice a year, the 
Soviets. also use Cuban air- 
strips to Jand their big TU-95 
turboprops, know as the “Bear

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Are you bewildered by hard- 
to-understand newspaper stor- 
ies about the university 
bureaucracy? Don’t know the 
difference between a Beer anda 
Garfinkel? This simplified guide 
to the university structure will 
help you. 


* * * * 


Uitimate power over the uni- 
versity? Right now that's an 
open question. 


As does any state agency, the 
university ultimately depends 
on the state legislature for fin- 
ancial support. But, according 
to state law, the Board of Re- 
gents is technically respon- 
sible for operating the 
university. 


The regents send a yearly 
budget request to the Uni- 
cameral which is either grant- 
ed in full or cut and altered. 


In recent years the legislature 
has been doing more cutting 
and altering than the regents 
would like, so they've filed a suit 
against the state to have their 
powers clarified. 


There are seven voting re- 
gents from districts spread 
acrass the state — Kermit Wag- 
ner, Schuyler; Kermit Hansen, 
Omaha; Robert Koefoot, Grand 
Island; James Moylan, Omaha; 
Robert Prokop, Omaha; Robert 
Ruan, Minden; and Robert Sim- 
mons, Scottsbluff. (A student 
representative from each of the 
three campuses is elected, but 
they don't have voting powers.) 


The voting regents serve six- 
year terms and are not paid a 
salary. Consequently, the re- 
gents all have other jobs and 
hold only one meeting a month, 


though they sometimes work ° 


together between meetings. 


In the amount of time they 
have to spend on university af- 
fairs, the regents can’t know 
everything about what’s going 
on. They have to rely on univer- 
sity administrators to carry on 
most day-to-day decision mak- 
ing. : 


Number one in the adminis- 
trative structure is President 
D. B. Varner. He works out of a 
building called the “Systems 
Office” in Lincoln, coordin- 
ating activity on the univer- 
sity's three campuses — the 
University of Nebraska at Lin- 
coln (UNL), the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha (UNO) and 
the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center (UNMC), which 
is also located in Omaha. 


secretaries, some budget ex- 
perts and three vice presidents 


“-~ Executive Vice President for 


Academic Affairs Steven Sam- 
ple (academic programs), 
Executive Vice President for 
Administrtion Wiliam Erskine 
(everything else) and Vice Pres- 
ident for Governmental Rela- 
tions William Swanson (chief 
lobbyist for NU in the legisla- 
ture.) 
Varner delegates much of his 
responsibility to his chancel- 
lors, who are the top men onthe 
campuses and vice presidents 
in their own right. 


The autonomy these chancel- 
lors enjoy is another of the big 
questions facing the university 
right now. But UNO Chancel- 
lor Ronald Roskens says he 
feels he has pretty free rein at 
this campus — he makes most 
of the decisions directly affect- 
ing UNO. 


Obviously, one man can’t run 
a campus as big as UNO all by 
himself, so Roskens delegates 
much of his authority to three 
assistants. (As you can see,the 
ability to pick apt underlings 
has a lot to do with an adminis~ 
‘trator keeping his job.) 


Roskens’ triumverate is Vice 
Chancellor for Academic Af- 
fairs Herbert Garfinkel, Vice 
Chancellor for Educational and 
Student Services Ronald Beer 
and a Vice Chancellor for Busi- 
ness and Finance — a job that’s 
currently open due to Harold 
Keefover’s resignation last 
summer. ° 


Garfinkel has been given the 
added title of “Provost.” This 
means he is officially second in

maintenance and money side of 
UNO's operation. :

Also directly responsible to 
Roskens are five other peopie. 
They are Charles Hein, who 
runs UNO's public relations 
office; William Schneider, who 
acts as Roskens’ right-hand 
man; Rex Engebretson, who 
plans new buildings and park- 
ing lots; James Maynard, who 


does campus research; and 
Athletic Director Don Leahy. 


Now, fet’s hop back to the vice 
chancellors. They have a fot of 
people under them, and things 
get very involved. 


Under Garfinkel are the deans 
of the university's colleges. 
These people oversee oper- 
ations in their particular field 
and serve as a connection 
between faculty and Garfinkel.

Service — Hubert Locke; and 
Engineering — Bart Dennehy 
(who's actually an associate 
dean because the engineering 
college is based in Lincoin.) 
Garfinkel also has authority 
over the Center for Urban 


Education, the international 
studies program, the library, Air 
Force ROTC and the Univer- 
sity Division (for students who 
have not selected a college.) 


Garfinkel has two assistants - 


working with him in his office — 
Elaine Hess and John Farr. 

Directly under Beer are an 
assistant, a dean, two coordin- 
ators and a director. 

Don Pflasterer, who used to 
run the student center, is Beer’s 
right-hand man now. He 
switched jobs with Don Skea- 
han last summer. In his job as 
student center director, Skea- 
han oversees all its operations 
and services. They include the 
bookstore (headed by Ben 
Koenig), food service (Ron 
Pushear) and the Veterans Af- 
fairs office. 

Also reporting to Skeahan are 
student center building man- 
ager Robert Wolfe; Student 
Activities Director Rick David 
(advises SPO, student govern; 
ment, aids foreign students); 
and Intramurals Director Bert 
Kurth. 

Heading another wing under 
Beer is Dean for Academic 
Services Gardner Van Dyke. 
Van Dyke is more commonly 
known as the registrar — the 
person who handies registra- 
tion for classes and takes care 
of student records.

‘Oleson also heads the 
Counseling and Testing Cen- 
ter. Reporting to him are Career 
Development and Placement 
Director Yvonne Harsh (trans- 
late: jobs) and a representative 
of Student Health. “ 

Finally, Beer has authority 
over Minority Affairs Coordin- 
ator Barbara Hewins Maroney, 
Orientation Director James 
Chrysler, Audio-Visual Direc- 
tor Ron Puilen (movie projec- 
tors, tape recorders, poster 
making, photography, etc.) and 
Radio and TV Director Paul 
Borge. 

The last branch of the bu- 
reaucracy is Business and Fin- 
ance. Reporting directly to the 
vice chancellor for this area are 
two assistants — logically, one 
for business and one for fi- 
nance. 

The business assistant, Mi- 
chae!l Kallman, oversees Cam- 
pus Security, headed by Verne 
McClurg; plant operations, di- 
rected by Don Peterson; and 
business services. 

Under the business services 
director are a purchasing agent, 
a manager of duplicating and 
printing and a manager of mail 
and messenger services.

them.” 


“Why is topless dancing pop- 
ular?” 
~ “You could probably answer 
that better than me,” Cindy said. 
“It's probably because it shows 
more, but I'd like to think it’s the 
dancing. It has to be in some 
cases. | don’t know if you 
noticed it or not, but some of 
these girls’ tops are bigger than 
they are. Could you imagine her 
(Cindy points to an onstage 
dancer and then to her own 
bikini top) with this top on?” 

Cindy told me that the dan- 
cers really appreciate applause. 
One of her favorite times during 
work was a Saturday a few 
weeks ago, her twentieth birth- 
day, when a group of her friends 
came down to watch her dance. 

“We had two tables next to 
one stage and everyone really 
boogied. They clapped and 
cheered when | was through 


‘with any class, 


dancing. We really partied.” 

Her friends were more enjoy- 
able than regular customers, 
Cindy said. “If 1 do something 
like this (Cindy stands up, grabs 
a nearby pole, and lifts one leg 
in a way that thrusts her crotch 
forward) my friends will just 
laugh. They know I'm kidding 
around. Some other people will 
say, ‘Get that dirty thing away 
from me’.” 

The dancers have to buy their 
costumes, according to Cindy. 
“The one I’m wearing cost $35. 
I've got one downstairs that cost 
$65. It’s a purple leather one.” A 
lot of the dancers go to Freder- 
ick’s, but Cindy said she pre- 
fers tailors. 

As far as go-go dancers being 
prostitutes, Cindy said, “If you 
get up on stage and can’t dance 
like a whore, 
then chances are you are a 
whore.” None of the Bitter- 
sweet dancers that Cindy is 
aware of are prostitutes. 

None of the dancers would 
discuss their salary, but Cindy 
did say that she got up te $60 in 
tips at another club where she 
did not dance topless because 
she socialized with the custom- 
ers. She said she has been un- 
able to socialize now, for 
personal reasons, since she has 
gone topless. This has cut her 
tips to zero. 

She denies that topless dan- 
cing is obscene. “War and- 
fighting are obscene. The hu- 
man body is not obscene.” 

When her career ends, Cindy 
said, “I’m going back to key- 
punch.” 

There are many perspectives 
one can take on topless dan- 
cing. Especially after talking 
with topless dancers. 

“Western decadence” the 
communists have called it. 
Some. of the crowd’s behavior 
supports that allegation. Stor- 
my and Cindy both had diplo- 
matic smiles and head gestures 
to deal with that problem. Not to 
mention the bouncer, who is 
also diplomatic in his own way. 

Obscenity? Does anyone 
know what that word even 
means? | was no more disgust- 
ed than | am at John Wayne

In the past six weeks or so, we 
students of UNO have seen a 
variety of issues on our campus 
expressed by the staff of the 
Gateway student newspaper. 
We've seen discussion of foot- 
ball tickets, student govern- 
ment personalities, student 
projects and activities of all 
sorts given a Sarge degree of 
coverage. While it is the prero- 
gative of the campus media to 
print what it considers to be the 
significant news of the day, itis 
also refreshing sometimes to 
get different perspectives on 
news that- effects all of us as 
students. | am confident that, to 
the best of their abilities, our. 
student journalists attempt to 
keep you informed. 

However, at this time, signifi- 
cant matters of interest should 
be brought to your attention 
and the student editors have 
consented to grant mea yaa 
to express my views to you. 
know that you are busy with ihe 


affairs of your academic and’ 


personal lives but | hope you'll 
take amomentto consider a few 
of my observations. Most of the 
reasons I’m so concerned at this 
time is because you, as a UNO 
student, are so busy. You, as a 
student body, are by far the 
most productive of any in this 
state. You not only attend this 
university, you work parttime or 
fulltime; you Support your fami- 
lies, you are more mature in 
your views and in spite of all 
your attributes — you are the 
least appreciated group of citiz- 
ens in this state. For being over 
15,000 strong, your views, 
needs and concerns get less 
attention from most state and 
university officials than do the 
activities of your “big brother” 
campus in Lincoin. 

Even if you don't have the 
time to be greatly interested in 
the activities of student govern- 
ment or know the name of ihe 
student president, vice- 
president or treasurer, you are 
interested in how your money, 
interms of tuition (and taxation) 
is spent by your university. 
You’ve probably heard that an 
increase of $12 per semester in 
student fees is planned by 
university officials. Besides 


being an extra $12 of your 
sweat, what does this increase 
mean to you? Briefly, it will be 
the “straw that breaks the 
camel’s back” to me. Why do | 
say this? Basically because this 
increase, whether or not it’s 


‘really needed, is just a small 


part of what | consider to be a 
financial injustice being dealt 
tne UNO student body. Let me 
cite a few stats | have which you 
may not be aware of. 

Are you aware, for instance, 
that the state funds our institu- 
tion and the Lincoln campus as: 
well? That’s fine — the state is 
supposed to. For each full time 
(12 hours per semiester) stu- 
dent, the state funds the Lincoin 
campus to the tune of $1,348. 
We get $960, even though we 
pay the same tuition. Or were 
you aware that you, through 
tuition, pay 36% of the total cost 
of your education. That might 
not seem like a bad shake, 
except that students on the 
Lincoin campus pay only 18.5% 
of their total educational costs. 
Were you aware that many of 
our departments operate with 
little or no equipment budget. 
Our engineering department 


_.nhas a budget which is miserable 


compared to its counterpart in 
Lincoln. Our graduate social 
work college is near extinction 
for lack of funds. Our English 
department is short of lots of 
things, including faculty to staff 
our needs this year. Your physi- 
cal education curriculum suf- 
fers from lack of facilities to the 


- point that our girls cannot even 


always shower after class. The 
list of these inequities is almost 
endless. 

Somehow, this whole fiasco 
frustrates and angers me. Not 
only do we as UNO students 
pay as much, we get significant- 
ly less than students in Lincoln 
do. When you hear the term 

“parity,” don’t be confused. All| 
want is for us to get what we 
have coming — not just 25% of 
the University education bud- 
get but something closer to 
what is reasonable for what we 
are giving up in taxes and tui- 
tion.

It was going to be a regular 
detective movie set in the 40s 
with Michael Caine as the 
British detective in America, 
and Natalie Wood as the 
femme fatal, and a lot’ of 
confusing clues followed by a 
big resolution by the sleuth. 


But while the studio heads 


were watching the final print, 
my theory goes, they saw that 
it didn't work. It was too 
contrived; Natalie Wood was 
awful, Michael Caine seemed 
overwhelmed, and too much 


was unauthentic. What to do?: 


Cail the public relations 
people! They'll find a way to 
sell this movie. And after 
heavy thinking, sure enough 
they did. “Let’s say it's a 
parody,” said one. “Yeah, 
yeah, a parody of a 1940 
detective movie," agreed 
another enthusiastically. 


So they round up Jerry 
Lacey, who did the marvelous 
Bogart impersonation for 
' “Play tt Again, Sam.” Lacey 
cut a promotional trailer for 


Peeper and read the credits - 


from a dark alley, opening 
“Peeper” ona humorous note. 


They got a cartoonist to do 
the advertising posters and 
attached a promoting tag line 
in all the ads. “He wouldn't 
know who done it if he’d done 
it himself.” 


Unfortunately, Leslie. Tuck- 
er, the film’s “peeper" does 
have all the answers eventual- 
ly, even though he confesses 
not knowing the slightest 
thing that's going on. (“I'm not 
so clever,” he says. “It’s just 
the glasses.”) 


Tucker is witty, but so was 


Philip Marlow in the latest 
version of “Farwell, MY Love- 
ly” in his own sardonic, cyni- 
cal way. (The narration, a 
device used in both films, 
invites such remarks.) 


And though there are a few 
funny moments amidst the 
action, obviously “Peeper” 
wasn't directed by Peter 


Hymes as acomedy. Butifone 
convinces himself that it is 
supposed to be funny, laugh- 
ter can fill the gaps where the 
rest of the audience sits with 
their disappointed looks.
